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The Pure Bred Holstein Breeder 


— His Obligations and Responsibilities — 
By J. G. HAYS 


First, and above every other considerable pure bred 

dairy cattle—Holsteins and all—return more money 
to the pail than do common cows. Backing this assertion 
we have the report of an investigation made by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture wherein it was ascertained 
that “Good pure bred animals in competent hands give 
additional returns at the pail to justify extra cost—extra 
care’. Again—the answer to a questionnaire sent out by 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America came back 
strongly to the point that the main revenue in keeping 
pure breds, is in the products—butterfat and milk. 

Pure breds, then, pay better at the pail. Sale of sur- 
plus breeding stock, a considerable item with the breeder, 
is “velvet”—extra income added to superior profit-making 
production of a better dairy machine. 

Should every farmer, appreciative of the good points 
of the Holstein cow, go into the pure bred business? No, 
not unless he be willing to face squarely certain obliga- 
tions! 

Obviously no farmer should try pure bred Holsteins 
unless he be a good dairyman—understand the simple, but 
alas, far too seldom followed rules of herd management. 
If a man does not really like cows, if he does not enjoy 
the confining hard work of handling dairy cattle, he will 
not go far with pure breds. 


“To Hell with yesterday—what’s doing today!” This 
is a slogan typical of modern American business life, it 
has its good lesson. And yet, he who would be content 
with pure bred Holsteins, must be able to squint back- 
ward. He will admit that pure bred Holsteins, like any 
commodity have their downs as well as ups, for he will 
note prices of pure breds down-cellar in, or soon after. 
such depressed business cycles as we had in 1904, ’07, 13, 
‘21. They “snapped out of it” which brings faith that 
the good pure bred Holstein cow will climb in market 
price out of the slumpy business spot we are all now enjoy- 
ing, but the truth remains that the pure bred game has 
some rough going. 

He who keeps the pure breds must recognize that a 
“common” pure bred is no better than a grade. Unless 

‘an be willing to prove that his pure breds are worthy 
of the name, he better stay out of the game! Fortunately 
it is easy and inexpensive to prove out a cow through cow 
testing association work. Certainly no pure bred breeder 
should lack gumption to try out his cows and to show 
himself and the public whether he has “just another pure- 


wl or a cow of real producing ability, a credit to the 
reed. 


Herd Improvement Registry offers much for pure bred 
»reeders of better than average interest in the business. 
Conducted—as it is in Michigan at least—in connection 
with cow testing association, it offers a painless and in- 
expensive way of making reliable commercial records. 
Good as are cow testing association records, H. I. R. rec- 
ords are better. They are more permanent—if the baby 
tears up the cow testing herd book, if it is burnt up ina

omestic conflagration, if lost in any way, it is almost im- 

possible to replace the records. H. I. R. records are per- 
manently preserved in the breed “Red Book’. Cow test- 
ing records are commonly quoted on the say-so of the 
wner. H. I. R. records are more authentic as they may 
be easily checked. In pedigree making many cow testing 
records are never included because the cow owner neglects 
to furnish the pedigree firm with the figures; H. I. R. rec- 
rds are automatically written into pedigrees by any re- 
liable pedigree firm. 

The pure bred breeder must pay attention to breed 
type,—one reason why, the buyers are demanding good 
type and production. H. W. Norton of the Holstein-Fries- 
animal, no matter how good a producer, if she be of in- 
ferior conformation. It is hard to sell a bull out of a 
ramshackle dam, if the buyer knows about it! But a 
more important reason—there is a correlation between 
type and production. H. W| Norton of the Holstein-Fries- 
ian Association of America, in charge of production rec- 
ords and also of type classification, states that the yearly 
production of the classified cows follows very closely the 
various classes, the better the cow in type the higher her 
production. In the classified pure bred Holstein herd at 
the Michigan State College this truth was demonstrated 
by Professor Geo. Taylor during the recent “Farmers’ 


Week”. He showed the one “Excellent” type heifer, three 
typical “Very Good’! cows, three “Good Plus’, three 
“Good”. The yearly production on a comparable basis 


(three times a day milking at maturity) showed Excellent 
759 butterfat, Very Good 708 fat, Good Plus 615 fat, Good 
419 Fat. 


“Guts”, as the modern slang put is, to have guts in one 
obligation imperative to every breeder of pure bred Hol- 
steins! When you spot that fake, the poor producer, have 
‘ourage enough to send her to the butcher. Don’t pawn 
her off on some unsuspecting buyer. Don’t keep her your- 
self just because she is registered. Have sand enough to 
send to the stockyards those architectural misfortunes, 
the off-type animals. It is true that the butcher is your 
best customer. Even if beef value be low, let ’er go! 
If you can’t wish a rummy off onto the butcher, sock her 
yn the poll and toss her out to the wolves! A “Dud” pure 
bred makes more money for you dead than alive. 


The pure bred breeder must do a little bookkeeping. 
Not much, but some. In keeping track of his registration 
and sales the “pad form” is about all he needs in the line 
of books. The stubs in the pad of application for regis- 
try blanks record the herd history; the stubs in the trans- 
fer book show the disposition of animals sold. These 
simple records, together with promptness of delivery. of 
papers when an animal is sold, should suffice as an ade- 
quate bookkeeping system. 

The raiser of pure breds must not be afraid of sprain- 
ing his wrist writing letters. A little literary effort pays 
big-dope on his herd for publicity; adequate description of 
stuff he wants the State Secretary or College Extension

Extension Committee consisting of Mr. W. S. Moscrip, 
chairman; Mr. Jas. A. Reynolds; Mr. H. V. Noyes; Mr. 
Martin T. Buth and Mr. L. T. Winger in planning a pro- 
gram of work which semed best adapted to the needs of 
our breeders and our industry.

Literature, Pictures, Posters and Advertising Material 

It is very interesting to note that 10,404 inquiries for 
literature and cattle were received in 1930, which was 
176 more than in 1929. This would seem to indicate, that 
while general business was not as good, interest in Hol- 
steins did not lessen. The items distributed totalled 
263,585 pieces. 

i 
Advertising Holstein-Friesian Cattle and Milk 

The superior merits of the Holstein-Friesian cow and 
her products were advertised in exactly 72 mediums with 
a total paid circulation of 9,016,784 during the year 1930. 
The advertisements were carefully planned to emphasize 
the outstanding merits of the breed. Special copy was 
prepared for special -issues and occasions. Most of the 
copy was set up in either two-inch or four-inch sizes, the 
larger copy being used where it seemed advisable. The 
number of insertions ranged from one to twenty-four times 
per farm paper, medical paper, or farm magazine, an aver- 
age of ten insertions prevailing. 

The breed slogans, “Holsteins for Profit” and ‘Hol- 
stein Milk—Vitality” were featured, and the trademark 
“Cow and Calf” appeared in most advertisements. 

That our advertising has proven effective and is an im- 
portant means of maintaining contact with breeders of 
dairy cattle is shown by the total of 10,404 inquiries re- 
ceived, an increase of 1.7% over 1929 and is in spite of a 
reduction of funds available for advertising during 1930. 
A large part of the advertising copy was keyed and these 
keyed inquiries, mostly from new breeders, comprise 2,352 
or nearly one-fourth of the total. Another estimated 1,200 
to 1,500 inquiries were represented by unkeyed coupons. 

The total of advertising mediums used can be classified 
as follows: 21 publications of national or sectional scope 
with a combined circulation of 6,126,992 brought 1,874 in- 
quiries of 79.6% of the total that were keyed and with 
approximately two-thirds of the circulation; 27 publications 
with circulation practically confined to one state each and 
with a combined circulation of 2,566,937 returned 276 keyed 
inquiries or approximately 12%; 18 agricultural college 
publications, primarily of interest to students of agricul- 
ture and helpful in directing the future interest of these 
students in the right direction, with a combined circula- 
tion of 26,492, returned nine keyed inquiries; 4 medical 
publications with a combined circulation of 122,363 re- 
turned 192 keyed inquiries, practically the only method 
available to interest those who plan our diets in Holstein 
milk; and two foreign language publications with a com- 
bined circulation of 174,000 returned one inquiry as the 
result of one insertion. 


In addition to the 72 publications mentioned above, 
special advertisements were prepared and placed in the 
catalogues of three large dairy shows, in a County Agent 
Directory and in the Modern Hospital Year Book. 

An itemized list of the mediums is available at the Ex- 
tension Service Office.

Publicity of Holstein Records and Achievements 


Wide publicity was given to Holstein events, Holstein 
records, achievements of breeders, new members, news 
from the offices of the Secretary and of the Superintenq. 
ent of Advanced Registry, the progress of Herd Testing 
and Classification, Extension Service activities, and to any. 
thing of interest that would picture the Black-and-White 
breed in the light of its proven accomplishments. 

A total of 2,936 stories and articles was prepared and 
sent out, this being an average of 245 a month. Pictures 
and newspaper cuts were supplied in 646 cases, most of 
them for use in illustrating stories. 


Some Definite Results Obtained 


In order to determine the extent to which our pub 
licity is functioning, we carefully checked the 67 agricul. 
tural and dairy papers in which we advertised and all of 
the other newspapers received at the Extension Service 
Office, together with the clippings received from our lim. 
ited clipping service, which is based upon newspaper 
space and furnishes only a partial picture of the complete 
returns. Additional clippings, received from friends of 
the breed, indicate that our service is much more conm- 
plete than is shown by the following analysis. 

1. The 67 regular agricultural and dairy papers, to- 
gether with the miscellaneous farm papers received, re- 
turned 674 Holstein pictures and a total of 11,564 column 
inches of space. As compared to the advertising rates, 
this space had a value of $91,665.78 or an increase of 
$38,000 over the preceding year. 

2. Our clipping service and miscellaneous clippings 
from other sources returned a total of 79,725 column inches, 
including many pictures. At newspaper space rates, this 
had a value of $67,766.25. 

3. Clippings about the Annual Convention, the Nation- 
al Dairy Exposition, and similar events, returned a total 
of 726 column inches valued at $2,338. 

This check accounts for a total of 92,015 column inches 
of publicity about MHolstein-Friesians actually received 
by the Extension Service, and represents a total space 
value of $161,770.03. Further analysis shows this to be 
worth $13,480.83 a month and is equivalent to $1.53 for 
each Holstein registered in 1930. 

The publicity returns for 1930 indicate a 12% increase 
in the number of column inches of Holstein publicity 
checked with an increased value of $34,000 over 1929. 
Based on the news clippings returned, a large number of 
the stories sent out used from $100 to $600 worth of space 
each, exclusive of that appearing in the agricultural mag- 
azines. Due to the limit placed on the number of clip- 
pings for which payment is made, this indicates a mini- 
mum rather than a maximum value for those stories for 
which returns were received. 


IV 
Boys’ and Girls’ Calf Ciubs 


Here is another line of work in which there was no de- 
pression. Our boys and girls came through the year with 
an enrollment of 19,048 which was an increase of 3,737 
over the previous year, 1929. It is estimated that these 
young people owned animals valued at $4,000,000. They 
are located in 34 states and are supervised by 1,850 state, 
county and local leaders. 

Each year sees the development of these young people 
into constructive breeders and community leaders. Several 
are now Officers of state and county clubs and at least 
one was a delegate to the National Convention held last 
June in Denver, Colorado. 


Vv 
Booths at Shows and Fairs 


We erected and conducted or supplied literature, pic- 
tures and other materials for a total of 374 exhibit booths. 
Of this number, 45 were handled by Extension Service men. 
These varied from the largest booth at the National Dairy 
Exposition to small displays at county and local fairs. 
Literature was given to interested parties and names of 
prospective buyers were taken. 

All booths were considered as Holstein headquarters by 
the breeders and the many thousands who saw Holstein

Dairy Legislation 

For several years, our association has carried on a leg- 
jslative program, chiefly under the advice and direction of 
Mr. W. B. Barney. 

As only three or four states held meetings of their leg- 
jslatures during 1930, most of the legislative work was 
confined to city ordinances and work of a regulatory na- 
ture. There was a considerable number of such cases to 
be handled and about one-fourth of the time of our Legis- 
lative Specialist was required. The balance of Mr. Bar- 
ney’s year was spent in general field work and in handling 
the prizes at fairs and shows. 

Some of the outstanding legislative or regulatory mat- 
ters were as follows: 

1. Adjustment of milk problems with the Welfare Board, 

Ramsey County Home, St. Paul, Minn. 

2. Considerable effort expended on oleo laws and shortening 

compound regulations. 

3. Work with various National Dairy organizations to ad- 
just problems between dairy organizations and U. 
Public Service ordinances. 

Adjustment of fat requirements in Louisville, Ky. 


Preparation of milk ordinances, dairy laws and regula- 
tions for several states.

Service to Breeders in Marketing and Advertising 


(a) No special effort has been made to market Hol- 
stein milk as a breed milk. However, we have maintained 
a marketing service for those Holstein breeders who re- 
tail their own milk. This service includes several milk 
circulars, posters, stickers, blotters, slides, cuts, transfers, 
signs and advertisements furnished at cost. There were 74 
new retailers of Holstein milk who requested this service 
during the past year. 

During 1930 there were 13,591 pieces of milk marketing 
material sold at cost to the breeders. 

When a state law, city ordinance or milk dealer dis- 
criminated against Holstein milk, we helped the Holstein 
breeders in that territory solve their problems. 

(b) Cattle Advertising. Breeders who desired help 
in cattle advertising obtained assistance from our office. 
Booklet, advertisements and letterheads were prepared by 
us at cost. Advertising material, such as roadside farm 
markers, metal gate signs, tire covers, trademark cuts 
and electros, watch fobs, blotters, banners, pennants, hats, 
booklets, posters and pictures, is available from our office 
at cost. There were 4,556 pieces of such material sold dur- 
ing the past year.

Vill 
Cooperative Relations with State and County 
Holstein Clubs 

A closer and, therefore, more efficient relationship has 
been maintained with our state and county organizations. 
By mutually working together, we have been able to ac- 
complish many worthwhile things for the good of the 
breed. 

Some of the ways in which we were able to cooperate 
are as follows: 


Advertised in state agricultural papers. _ : 
Gave personal help and advice regarding legislative 
matters. 


Cooperated in milk and cattle market surveys. 
Assisted in Calf Club and Pure Bred Sire campaigns. 
Helped with state fair programs. 

Sent monthly News Letters to all state and county of- 
ficers. 

Supplied associations with literature, 
and fair booth material. 

Attended and addressed many state and county meet- 
ings. Helped to organize county associations. 

Assisted in planning programs of work. 

Referred all inquiries for cattle to state sercetaries. 


THE THREE PLANS OF WORK 


The Agreement Plan 

The states are divided into three divisions. The first 
group operates under the so-called Agreement Plan. Fifty 
cents of each transfer fee is apportioned back to the states 
which meet the following conditions: 

(a) A formal application must be made which includes a 
financial statement, a definite and approved program of 
work, and a complete analysis of the organization. 

(b) Proof must be given that the association is properly 
organized and in a condition to do constructive work. 

(c) — reports to be mad2 to the Extension Service 
orice. 

The following twenty states complied with such re- 
quirements in 1930: Arizona, California, Colorado, Dela- 
ware, Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, Maryland, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Montana, Nevada, New Jersey, New York, 
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North Dakota, Ohio, Pennsylvania, South Dakota. Virginia, 
West Virginia, Wisconsin. 
The Cooperative or Field District Plan 

According to this plan, the states return their transfer 
fee apportionments to the Association and join fieldwork 
districts. In cooperation with the Extension Service, a 
fieldman is employed to actively work within the states. 
This in no way means a falling off in state association 
activities but rather a stronger program. 

The following districts operated in 1930 and voted 
to continue the arrangement in 1931. 

1. The New England District with A. N. Crissey, field- 
man, devoting 50 percent of his time: Connecticut. Massa- 
chusetts, Maine, New Hampshire, Rhode Island, Vermont. 

2. The Northwest District. H. A. Mathiesen, fieldman: 
Idaho, Oregon, Utah, Washington. 

3. West Central States District. H. R. Lascelles, field- 
man: Iowa, Kansas, Oklahoma, Missouri, Nebraska. 

States and Territories Not Applying for 
Apportionment Fees 

The following states and territories applied neither for 
the Agreement or Cooperative District Plan. Practically 
all states in this group however were visited by fieldmen 
from the Extension Service office and individual breeders 
were assisted in every possible way: Alabama, Arkansas, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, New Mexico, North Carolina, Tenn- 
essee, Texas, District of Columbia, Florida, Georgia, Wy- 
oming, Hawaii, Canada, Panama, Porto Rico. 

IX 
Educational Helps to Schools 

We provided pictures and literature to more than 4,000 
schools in 1930 and supplied educational exhibits to at 
least 100 more. Holstein breeders were urged to place 
True Type pictures in their local schools and responded 
generously. 

Very close contacts were maintained with the Smith- 
Hughes agricultural schools, numbering more than 4,000. 

\ plan was worked out whereby Holstein project students 
could received the registration and transfer privileges ac- 
corded to 4-H club members. This will bring us in con- 
tact with a great many more boys who have a definite 
interest in our breed. 

Medals and models were presented to student winners 
at the leading dairy shows and we assisted in staging 
a goodly number of judging contests at national, inter- 
sectional and. state fairs. 

Our agricultural college contacts were maintained in 
the usual ways. 


X 
Further Development of Foreign Trade Relationships 

We followed up, during 1930, those contacts made in 
1929 with several foreign governments and with individ- 
ual firms. As a result we have made contacts and friend- 
ships of value which we believe will lead to more export 
business. 

Mr. Cooper, by action of the Board of Directors, at- 
tended and judged the first National Exposition of the Re- 
public of Costa Rica, held in March 1930. Representatives 
of several Central and South American countries attended 
and many conferences were held where the merits of the 
dairy cattle of the United States were explained. On this 
trip, visits were made in Panama and Cuba, where con- 
tacts were made with the agricultural departments and 
with leading cattlemen. Several substantial orders have 
come to our breeders since this trip. 

Through th Department of Commerce, Washington, D. 
C., we have been informed of conditions existing in all 
foreign countries and have provided literature and pic- 
tures to a great number.

Cooperative work with Department of Advanced Registry 

Every man in our department has stressed more test- 
ing as one of the most important projects. This program 
has been carried on at meetings, in our publicity, and es- 
pecially when making farm visits. We believe that our 
efforts have been helpful in keeping testing of all kinds 
up to its present level.

Our True Type Work 

The distribution of True Type pictures and models con- 
tinues as one of our very important projects. Thousands 
of pictures are finding places in schools of all kinds, in 
the homes of breeders and are having an excellent effect 
in the improvement of Holstein-Friesian type. The True 
Type models are finding wide use.

“CHIEF TAIN”—A Breed Builder 


By WM. A. PRESCOTT 


OOPERATION on the part of three dairy farmers 

made possible the purchase of a young bull. Con- 

tinued cooperation made possible a wider oppor- 
tunity for the bull after his purchase. The bull himself 
more than living up to the promises of his breeding, 
gradually extended his influence throughout the neigh- 
borhood, all over the county and to no small extent all 
over the state and to other states. It was a case of a 
potentially great sire, purchased and developed coop- 
eratively, and bringing a fuller measure of prosperity 
not only to his owners but also to upwards of 100 other 
Holstein dairymen. That’s the story of Bell Farm 
Chieftain, a Silver Medal Preferred Sire and one that 
has played a big part in making Bradford County, Penn- 
sylvania known as a real Holstein center. 


The three herds principally concerned in this story 
all had their beginnings within the past fifteen years. 
Charles S. Chaffee, Ulster, Pa., became a member of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America in 1917 and 
Raymond B. Arnold, whose farm was a few miles up 
and across the river in the Sheshequin Valley, is re- 
corded as joining in 1921. The third partner, William 
L. Pruyne, of Milan, bought his first Holsteins about 
1920. Bell Farm Chiftain 412536 came into the lives of 
these three breeders in the spring of 1924, since which 
time the three have worked more or less hand in hand 
in building up the Holstein industry in their own herds,

all up and down the Sheshequin Valley and throughout 
Bradford County. 

The story of the development of the youngest of 
these three herds—the Pruynedale herd—perhaps best 
illustrates what a truly prepotent sire can accomplish. 
We are told that Mr. Pruyne in 1920 put all of his avail- 
able capital into a down payment on his present farm, to 
which he moved his family which now consists of Mrs. 
Pruyne, five sons and two daughters. To stock the 
new farm, he borrowed $300 which he invested in six 
heifer calves. This original purchase, we understand is 
the only investment he has made in females from that 
day to this, his present herd having been entirely de- 
veloped from these six calves by the use of Bell Farm 
Chieftain and other cooperatively owned bulls. It is 
now known as one of the leading herds in his county for 
type and production, last year leading the Laurel Hill 
D. H. I. A.—the highest averaging association of the 
six in Bradford County—with an average production on 
15 head of 392.9 lbs. fat from 10,602 lbs. milk. 


After Mr. Pruyne had been working for several 
years with the herd developed from his six heifers calves 
which he mated with a $25 bull, he was approached by 
his neighbors, Chaffee and Arnold, with a proposition to 
go in with them in the purchase of a better sire. The 
bull, which they had in mind, Bell Farm Cheiftain, then 
less than a year old, had been strongly recommended to

and 3,954 lbs. milk (37%). 
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them by Paul Misner, who was then superintendent at 
Bell Farm. ‘“Chieftain’”’ was a son of Bell Farm King 
Sylvia, Mr. Bell’s son of “White Susie” sired by 
Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac, then at the height of 
his reputation. Susie Abbekerk Colantha (known far 
and wide as ‘““White Susie’) had shortly before com- 
leted her year record at eleven years old of 890.71 Ibs. 
fat (1,113.38 lbs. butter) from 28,361.1 lbs. milk, and 
the preceding fall, as a twelve-year-old cow, had stood 
third at the National Dairy Show and had been named 
as one of the two Reserve All-American aged cows of 
the year. The dam of ‘Chieftain’ was Kolrain Fern- 
dale Finderne Fayne 317397, who had just made a 305- 
day record of 734.94 lbs. fat (918.67 lbs. butter) from 
91,449.7 lbs. milk, carrying calf 221 days of this rec- 
ord. She was one of Mr. Bell’s favorite cows, a daugh- 
ter of the famous Finderne Pride Fayne. We are in- 
formed that on one occasion when Will Moscrip was 
ealling on Mr. Bell and was told of the plan to raise a 
herd sire from one of two cows, he remarked, “I would 
pick this one’, indicating the future dam of Bell Farm 
Chieftain. 


Armed with pedigrees, photographs and a convincing 
line of argument, Chaffee and Arnold placed the proposition 
before their neighbor. Mr. Pruyne at that time had paid 
very little attention to blood lines as his time had been spent 
in milking his cows, reducing his mortgage and making 
a living for the family even as many another Holstein 
dairyman. He accordingly replied that he knew noth- 
ing about it but that if they believed the bull was worth 
the price, which naturally seemed to him like a tremend- 
ously large one, he would go in with them. 


And so it came about that Belle Farm Chieftain, then 
less than one year old, went into service in the three 
herds—at Mr. Chaffee’s Sheshequin Valley Farm, Mr. 
Arnold’s Rivermead Farm and Mr. Pruyne’s Pruynedale 
Farm. As his daughters came of breeding age, other 
young bulls were purchased by the three partners, of 
which more later. His daughters came to milk and in 
almost every case were found to show a great improve- 
ment over their dam in both type and _ production. 
It so happens that none of the three partners have been 
doing any advanced Registry work in recent years, al- 
though we understand that such a program is in con- 
templation, but all three have been active in Dairy 
Herd Improvement Association work and the Arnold herd 
has recently been entered in Herd Improvement Reg- 
istry. For the past year these herds were the three 
highest Holstein herds in their local association, Mr. 
Pruyne’s herd, as already mentioned, leading the associa- 
tion by a comfortable margin. 


THREE CHIEFTAIN DAUGHTERS ALL RATED VERY GOOD IN THE R. B. ARNOLD HERD 








His ability as a herd improver is proven by C. T. A. 
figures which show that his daughters average above their 
dams by 3,954 lbs. milk (37%) and 147 lbs. fat (40.2%). 


In 1927 Mr. Arnold was a delegate to the National 
Convention at Springfield, Mass., where he was an inter- 
ested listener to the debates in regard to “‘super-regis- 
tration and classification of sires. He immediately rec- 
ognized this as an opportunity to secure official recognition 
for Bell Farm Chieftain until such time as the partners 
felt able to engage in A. R. work. He carried back the 
message to his partners, with the result that when in 
spring of 1929 the Herd Classification work was started, 
Arnold and Chaffee both made application, their herds 
being the first two in the state to be inspected and rated. 
Of the 23 head in Mr. Arnold’s herd to be classified, ten 
were rated Very Good and nine others Good, while Mr. 
Chaffee had two Excellent, five Very Good and fourteen 
Good out of 26 inspected. ‘‘Chieftain’’ himself was 
given a Very Good rating. After watching the work 
performed in his partner’s herds, Mr. Pruyne immediate- 
ly made application to have his daughters of ‘‘Chie-f 
tain’’ inspected as soon as the inspectors could make a 
return visit and application was made for the rating of 
“Chieftain’’ as a Preferred Sire. Some time later, Ward 
W. Stevens made an other trip to this community, re- 
classified the Arnold and Chaffee herds and inspected 
the daughters of Bell Farm Chieftain in the Pruyne 
herd. As a result of this second inspection, Mr. Arnold’s 
herd now contains twelve head that have had a Very Good 
rating, nothing classified below Good was found in either 
the Arnold or Chaffee herds and Bell Farm Chieftain 
became a Silver Medal Preferred Sire. Of his 43 daugh- 
ters: inspected in the three herds, one is rated Excellent, 
twelve Very Good, twelve more Good Plus, sixteen Good 
and only two Fair. This is quite a remarkable show- 
ing for any sire and when taken in connection with his 
own Very Good rating and the increased production of 
his daughters over their dams in herd improvement 
work, put him in a class with the best of his generation 
as a “‘breed improver.’”’ 


A few weeks ago, The World was asked to send a 
representative to a meeting of the Bradford County Hol- 
stein-Friesian Club (of which, by the way, Mr. Chaffee 
is president and Mr. Arnold secretary) and at the same 
time to take the opportunity of getting a story about 
Pennsylvania’s Silver Medal Sire. This writer had the 
good fortune to be given the assignment. I was of 
course desirous of seeing a sire that had made such a 
distinguished showing, and I also was glad to renew an

The Extension Report 


E present as a feature in this issue the annual report 
W of Mr. Earl J. Cooper, director of the Extension 

Service for the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, covering the activities for his department during 
1930. A few detailed tabulations are omitted on account 
of space limitations but these will appear in the formal 
printed report which Mr. Cooper will make to the conven- 
tion and which can be secured upon request by anyone 
interested in having this additional information. 


We urge a careful reading of this report so that 
breeders may form their own conclusions as to the value 
of this service to the industry. We would direct especial 
attention to a few of the high lights of this report which 
are here summarized. 


It is evident that interest in the breed has been well 
maintained during the past year for, even with a decreased 
advertising appropriation available, requests for informa- 
tion about the breed and direct inquiries regarding where 
Holsteins may be purchased were received in larger num- 
bers in 1930 that in the more active year of 1929. A total 
of 10,404 such inquiries were received and during the year 
the Extension Service distributed 263,585 pieces of litera- 
ture. 


Considerable attention was given during the past year 
to the preparation of publicity material for use in the farm 
papers and local publications with farm circulation. The 
clipping service returns show that the amount of this ma- 
terial published during the year had a valuation at space 
rate of at least $161,770, or more than double the whole 
cost of the extension service for the year. 


Particularly pleasing is the continued growth of Hol- 
stein calf club work. Mr. Cooper reports a total enroll- 
ment of 19,408 calf club members working with Holsteins, 
an increase of 3,737 over the previous year or nearly 25%. 
In this connection, it is interesting to note that Holstein 
pictures and literature were provided to over 4,000 schools 
containing agricultural departments and special education- 
al exhibits were furnished to at least 100 more of these 
schools. 


There was considerable activity last year along the 
line of exhibit booths at fairs and shows and the Exten- 
sion Service reports that a total of 374 such exhibit 
booths were reported to the Extension Service during the 
year, including those at the larger shows directly main- 
tained by the Extension Service representatives, and the 
balance securing literature and decorative material from 
the central office. 

The figures on field work during the year are also 
highly interesting, showing increased activity in this de- 
partment likewise. Three hundred ninety-five meetings 


were attended and addressed by representatives of the 
Extension Service as compared with 368 the previous year, 
the total attendance being 51,961 as compared with 50,696 
visits totalled 1,473 as com- 
The representatives of 


the previous year. Farm 
pared to 1,399 the previous year. 
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the Extension Service were considerably more active i 
during the past year in providing articles for Publication 
in farm papers, a total of 157 such articles having been | 
used for 1930 as compared with 92 the previous year, { 

The Extension Service also carried on many miscellap. 
eous activities such as radio talks, assistance with 
bred sire trains, supplying of Holstein illustrations fo 
advertising agencies, and many other items of service t 
have helped keep the Holstein breed before the public dur. 
ing the year. 


We congratulate Director Cooper and his efficient for, 








in 1930. They are particularly pleasing when we con. 
sider that the industry was proceeding at a higher rate 
of activity in 1929 than was the case in 1930. We also 
want to express our appreciation of the cooperation ot i 
thousands of breeders throughout the country who haye 
helped make this splendid showing possible. 


A Babcock Statue 


O few men within the span of their own life time are 
i accorded such universal recognition of service as the 
dairy industry has extended in manifesting its love 
and appreciation for the service of Dr. Stephen Moulton 
Babcock. Last year, Dr. Babcock was the recipient of 
the first $5,000 Capper award for distinguished service to 
agriculture. Recently the New York State legislature 
voted an appropriation of $10,000 to purchase the birth. 
place of Dr. Babcock in that state to be maintained ag a 
memorial, and now a movement is being carried forward 
to raise a fund of $30,000 by popular subscription to erect 
a fitting statue of Dr. Babcock on the campus of the Uni. 
versity of Wisconsin. 

We hope that this project may have a generous re 
sponse from every branch of the dairy industry because 
there has been no single development in connection with 
dairy practice quite so fundamental as the service per- 
formed by Dr. Babcock in his invention of the simple test 
for determining the butter fat of milk and which he has 
made available to all through his unselfish generosity, 
turning this invention over to the industry without profit 
to himself. Had he been so inclined this invention would 
have made him one of the wealthy men of the day, but to 
Dr. Babcock service meant far more than wealth. 


Prof. E. H. Farrington of the University of Wisconsin 
is treasurer of the Babcock Statue Fund, which is being 
administered by an Advisory Committee of eighteen com- 
posed of the presidents of the dairy breed associations and 
the various national organizations connected with the 
dairy industry. The sponsors of this movement are all 
more than enthusiastic over this opportunity to express 
in a substantial way the appreciation of thousands for the 
great work of Dr. Babcock. 

Large contributions, while welcome, are not urged and 
it is the hope of those sponsoring the movement that the 
fund may be raised by an outpouring of small contribu- 
tions, as a sincere expression of the feeling of the dairy 
industry at large. Every contributor will receive an 
acknowledgment of his gift.

HE selection of DeCreamCo Calamity Posch 551887 as 
T our cover subject week is especially appropriate for 

a number of reasons having to do with the Royal 
Brentwood Sale next week. In the first place, the sale is 
to be held at Detroit Creamery Farms, Mt. Clemens, Michi- 
gan, where DeCreamCo Calamity Posch has spent the 
most of his life time to date and where the greatest number 
of his offspring are now to be found. 


In the next place, there are a number of sons and daugh- 
ters of DeCreamCo Calamity Posch included in this sale 
and are expected to be among the feature offerings of this 
sensational event. It will be remembered that a son of 
DeCreamCo Calamity Posch topped the last Brentwood 
Sale in 1929 in Philadelphia, selling at $10,100, and an over- 
whelming percentage of those who have registered their 
guesses in the current contest regarding the outcome: of 
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the Royal Brentwood of 1931 have selected his son, Baker 
Farm Ace, as the top animal of this year’s event. 


The writer well remembers his first acquaintance with 
DeCreamCo Calamity Posch back in the fall of 1926. At 
that time, he was a baby calf in the herd of W. C. Houck 
& Son, Chippawa, Ont., In company with Ward and Ralph 
Stevens, we were looking over a few prospective entries 
for the International Breeders’ Sale to be held at Syracuse 
in December of that year. This young son of Maggie 
Calamity Hartog, famous Canadian champion at that time, 
appealed to all of us right away as an outstanding head- 
line attraction for the sale. The Houcks were loathe to 
part with this youngster as sale prices had been quite 
depressed for sometime past and they felt that it might 
mean too great a sacrifice to put this youngster up for 
public appraisal. 

However, a decision was finally arrived at to consign 
nim to the sale and there he brought $1,900 on the bid of 
Mr. J. E. McWilliams in behalf of Detroit Creamery Farms. 
What followed lies in the realm of well known history for 
in 1927 DeCreamCo Calamity Posch flashed across the 
horizon as an undefeated junior champion of the big shows 
and was designated the All-American junior yearling of 
last year. Few of his daughters hav eever been sold, 
put his sons have commanded top prices wherever offered 
and last year his owners were persuaded to part with him 
to Mr. E. H. Maytag, of Maytag Dairy Farms, Newton 
jowa, for what is reported to be the highest price paid 
for a Holstein since the boom days of a decade ago. 


The cover picture, which was taken after this bull 
reached his new home in Iowa, gives some idea of the 
magnificent way in which he has fulfilled his yearling 
promise, although he has not competed in the show ring 
since his yearling form in 1927. A further bright chapter 
in his history will undoubtedly be written at the Royal 
Brentwood Sale next Monday.

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A JUNIOR TRUE TYPE 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have perused the “Round Table Discussions” in the 
World the last few months. I have been running through 
the back files of World re-reading articles that interested 
me and perusing some that I did not read when I received 
them because I was so busy at that time. Where it did 
not interfere with the reading text I have clipped prints 
from the publication. I have in file to arrange prints of 
1,000-lb. matrons, nicely contoured sires, nicely contoured 
dams. All-Americans, reserve All-Americans, calf club 
winners, 40-lb. matrons, Holstein-Friesian enthusiasts. 
When they are all arranged in portfolios I think I will 
have albums that will interest any Holstein-Friesian per- 
son. This study of prints of noted animals especially the 
juniors has interested me. My experience at the ringside 
(eleven years at New York State Fair, two years at Na- 
tional) taught me a good lot. It was my duty to watch 
the judging and get acquainted with the breeders at the 
ringside, know the individual animals just as far as I 
could, keeping notes or criticism of the judging. Press 
entry books used to be furnished us by the secretary’s 
office. I had to keep track of the dairy breeds. It kept 
one very busy especially when two breeds were being 
judged at the same time. One had to be quick in analyz- 
ing how the judge made his decisions. It made one very 
perceptive and you felt you could see the other fellow’s 
mistakes. I have done some judging myself in the ring. 
This work and the port-folios I have puts me in a fair po- 
sition to say a word on what the other fellow does. I 
liked what S T Wood had to say in the World a short time 
agonon judging. His comments were from an onlooker’s 
point of view at the ringside and his words rung true. 
Theeditors of the World can go about so far in their crit- 
icisth and it would not be good policy for their paper to 
80 much farther but to us outside fellows we can say what 
we want even if we are wrong. 


Now the point of whether it is a good policy to con- 
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tinue the junior and senior calf classes, junior and senior 
yearling classes has been pretty well discussed and I think 
it is the concensus of opinions that they be retained. Those 
that overfit will be discriminated against just as much as 


the one that underfits. In a perusal of the prints of these 

youngsters before me, my experience in watching the ring- 

side awards is that in all breeds too much stress has been 

put on the level back, and too many level-bellied youngsters 

get prizes I have seen real good body make-ups sacrificed 

to a little nitch in tail setting. Our Holstein-Friesians are 

graduating somewhat to the Ayrshire type because of the 

way our judges are seeing. The extreme intensified dairy 

temperament is being sacrificed to the prettiness of body 

contour. I can see a lot of beauty in that great strong 

constitutioned Model Segis Prilly Gelsche, All-American 

of 1926. Do you know I feel that if we had had a type 

committee for the youths of our breed, that is, say, if 
we had established the correct type for a yearling we 
would have been further ahead than we are. The 4-H boys 
and girls, the future dairymen and dairy women of the 
world should have something to work to, more so than we 
adults though it is fine that true ideals of the breed were 
established. If the true ideal yearling were established 
I fully believe you would have more youngsters going on 
to win in advance classes later in their lives. There is 
too much favor given by judges to prettiness of type in 
judging these youngsters. Sometimes a wasp-waisted in- 
dividual is given the preference because it has a cleam 
straight back line right out to tail setting. The boney 
constructure of an animal does not change much on an 
average from youth to old age, and it on this structure 
that we build. I like to feel the bones all over of my 
calves when they were born. Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid 
was just a wonderfully boney structured animal, and her 
dad, Gem Paul Johanna was, too. Environment does have 
a little influence on the growth and development, I wil? 
admit, but not as much as prenatal characteristics. I fee? 
that we should see in the calf what it is predestined to be 
in old age, and if we set the right type in youth we would 
have more winners in old age than we do. There is a 
tendency for judges to graduate into the same plane in 
judging animals and this plane in the judging of the 
youths of all breeds has grown closer and closer. In 
other words there is a tendency in judging Holstein- 
Friesians to get away from that type that the mother coun- 
try predestined them to be to that type that the mother 
country of Ayrshires predestined them to be, and it is 
wrong. I, myself, like to see a strong backed level topped 
animal, but in judging I would give precedent to the open 
contoured, large capaciated, deep bodied, well loined, low 
sprung, ribbed wide chested, deep hearted animal even if 
the back were a little off in straighteness of contour. The 
overfitting of an animal in youth may take from it its 
predestined characteristics and judges should criticize this. 
It should be done all along the line upon the classes. The 
print of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst always gave me the 
feeling of an over-fitted animal. I think he was a real 
good animal and I would like to have seen him or a print 
of him when he was much thinner in flesh. 


And now back to the youths—The senior yearling of 
1921, Beautiful Josephine 3d, shows up pretty well in print 
but did not carry quite the intensity of dairyness I like to- 
see. Echo Pava Ormsby, junior yearling of that same year, 
carried more intensity of dairyness and a little more depth 
of body would have made her a real top notcher. Peart 
of Highlawn was a real good one in 1924. In 1925 two 
real good ones came out the senior heifér calf, Highlawn 
Sylvia Cornucopia, and that superior calf club heifer, Mer- 
cedes Pontiac Celeste Judith. Judith carried that intensity 
of dairyness that I like to talk about and that ought to 
carry on. May Walker Inka Segis in 1926 was a good 
senior yearling. In 1927 Carnation Inka Bonnie was chosen 
All-American calf but she didn’t carry the intensity of 
dairyness that Pearl Ormsby Korndyke had. I have given 
you a few of the youths that carry the intensity of dairy- 
ness that I feel they should have to carry on and be future 
winners other things being equal. 


And so I say what a wonderful thing it would be to 
select the ideal type for the youngsters of our loved breed, 
say, a yearling in form for the 4-H youngsters to strive 
for. The little fellows have their hearts and souls in their 
loved animals and if you do not go right over the animals 
and explain the reasons of your judgment when you are 
judging their hearts are certainly touched. I remember 
judging a large ring of calf club calves at the “Great Hor- 
nell Fair”. The best grown calf I had to place very close 
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to the bottom according to individuality and at the top 
according to growth and development. The one that won 
on individuality was one of those your heart goes right 
too. She was just peachy, outstanding as she came into 
the ring with her little owner. It was just hard to keep 
your eyes off of her. She showed just wonderful capacity 
all through her whole body—beautiful in the head, wide 
forehead, prominent brilliant well set eye, large muzzle 
and nostrils, deep in the heart, wide in the chest, wonder- 
ful in the ribs which sprung out fine from the back carry- 
ing way down low making an abdominal cavity, fine broad 
level rump—characteristics that impressed upon one that 
she was a real little cow in the making. She was in- 
tensified dairyness all over, and I had to elaborate her to 
all present by having her little owner bring her right out 
in the open then going over her point by point. She was 
an animal that approached in my mind what the ideal year- 
ling should be but in calf form then. And as I have said 
if we had such types to carry on more would go up the 
line to win in their adult form. Triune Papoose Piebe is 
an example, yet she is not an ideal. Let’s get away from 
the idea that to win Holstein-Friesians must have the back 
line like show Ayrshires are noted for. Let the first con- 
sideration be capacity, deep, strong, structural bodies. Of 
course if we can have both I would like to see it just as 
you do. I want to see the show ring winner carry that 
intensity of dairyness that speaks right out to you. You 


can see it in the calf almost as much as in the mature ani- 
mal if you have the keen observing eye.

‘.¢ on in the breed. If he lives entirely within his own 
oe he has no standard of comparative values in price 
De animals; he has meagre information as to such vital 
things as records being made, showring history, progress 
of 4-H club work, reports of “how the other fellow is doing 
it”, what is the trend of breed progress. Such news will 
best be obtained through the weekly publication of the 
preed—T he Holstein-Friesian World. 

And finally—if a man can’t get along with his fellows, 
he better stay out of the pure bred business. For raising 
pure bred Holsteins to milk and to sell is peculiarly a com- 
munity enterprise. True, a man located geographically 
apart from his fellow breeders can get along in a fashion, 
means of communication and of transportation have short- 
ened distances. But a man living close to other Holstein 
men, yet a man who is sour, selfish, suspicious (and -any 
other derogatory “s’s” you can think of) such a guy better 
not go into the Holstein game. Association of noble cows 
and of honest dairymen will not do such a man much good. 
And he will not be much credit to the industry. Welcome 
to the cause is any man willing to cooperate for the ad- 
yancement of the breed. County Holstein Associations 
—groups of “real guys”—are doing much in promoting 
such worthy projects as 4-H club work, better bulls, test- 
ing cows, showing at fairs, publicity, sale of surplus stock. 

Summing up the obligations the breeder of pure bred 
Holsteins must assume: 

He must be willing to follow accepted dairy practices 
in herd management, must like his job. 

He must recognize, in the light of history, that pure- 
preds slump occasionally in value. 

He must proclaim that a common, merely registered 
pure bred, is worth no more than a grade. 

He must test—D. H. I. A. and H. I. R. offering easy 
inexpensive methods. H. I. R. is a more permanent type 
of commercial record. 

He must sort his herd on a type basis. 

He must have “guts”, courage to act,—having spotted 
poor producers, poor type stuff, he must page the butcher. 

He must keep a few simple books, the stubs in the pad- 
form type of applying for registry and transfer, suffice. 

He must deliver promptly certificates of registry and 
transfer thereby creating good will for self and breed. 

He must keep posted—not only subscribe for, but read, 
the World. The more a man knows the more eager he is 
to learn. 

He must team with his fellows for community breed 
advancement; join and boost local Holstein Associations. 

If a man is not game to accept these obligations, the 
Holstein fraternity does not need him; if a man has the 
courage to whole-heartedly embrace these obligations— 
“Come on in, the water’s fine!”

Use of True Type Models 


Forty-five colleges and other educational institutions re- 

port using the models for student classroom instruction. 

Four colleges report using our models at Farmers’ Short 

Courses. 

Ten used the models at fairs held in the immediate vi- 

cinity of the college, for plays and for other events. 

Two colleges used them at lectures and for school judg- 

ing ‘contests. 

The models were used in a student picnic exhibit of the 

University of California, and viewed by at least 5,000 

people. 

6. The Holstein cow was used at the Pennsylvania State 
College in a display featuring the 75th Anniversary 
Celebration. 

7. At the inauguration of the Rotolactor at the Walker- 

Gordon Laboratories, New Jersey, these models were on 

exhibit and aroused considerable interest.

The Fieldwork Program 

Our fieldwork program was vigorously promoted by all 
men of the organization with special emphasis placed upon 
farm visits. The value of testing was called to the at- 
tention of more breeders than in previous years. Calf 
Club work received much attention and considerable ef- 
fort was placed upon county and state show herds as well 
as the exhibiting of Holsteins by individual breeders. 
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An average of 245 farm visits was made by the six 
men working in the field and work was done in 39 states. 
The following list of activities will sum up in part the 
work of our fieldmen.

15. Arranged for and assisted in many Spring and 
Summer Holstein picnics, field days and farm 
tours. 

16. Helped in dairy legislative matters. 

17. Attended some of the leading sales and reported 
results to Extension service office, where due 
publicity was given. 

18. Made market surveys and helped breeders in 
milk marketing programs. 

19. Referred cattle inquiries to county and state as- 
sociations and brought buyers and sellers to- 
gether. 

20. District fieldmen conducted extensive corres- 


pondence with breeders and dairymen within 
their respective territories. 

From reading the above list of field projects it can 
readily be seen that our Extension men played an im- 
portant part in promoting the general interests of the 
breed and in giving first hand assistance to individual 
breeders.

10. An exhibit, featuring the three departments of the As- 


sociation was set up and conducted at the Denver

Hargrove & Arnold, Norwalk, Iowa, 
report a long list of bull sales made 
during the last few weeks, in their 
own and other states. One of the 
best of these young bulls went to 
Antonio Malnati, Ashley Falls, Mass., 
he being a real show prospect, sired 
by Triune Pansy Supreme, who now

The herd of Harold Ziegler, 
Breinigsville, Pa., was second high 
with an average of 405.1 lbs. fat, 11,450 
lbs. milk. With the exception of a 
Jersey herd in fifth place and a 
Guernsey herd in tenth position, the 
entire list of high herds were black 
and white. The herd of W. W. Shoe- 
maker, Walnutport, Pa., was high for 
those under five cows with an average 
of 498.0 lbs. fat, 14,187 lbs. milk for 
an average of 3.2 cows. A total of 
132 cows produced above 300 lbs. fat 
during the year, of which one pro- 
duced above 600 lbs. fat, seven from 
500 to 600 Ibs., 28 from 400 to 500 lbs. 
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and 96 from 300 to 400 lbs. The high 
cow for the year was a member of the 
Allentown State Hospital herd, a 
grade Holstein, who produced 600.9 
Ibs. fat, 18,029 lbs. milk. In second 
place was Mamie Abbekerk Korndyke, 
a pure bred Holstein in the herd of 
W. W. Shoemaker, with 587.0 Ibs. fat, 
16,515 lbs. milk. Thirty-one Holsteins 
were on the list of those producing 400 
lbs. or more fat, three Jerseys and. 
two Guernseys.

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A CITY CALF MAKES GOOD 
“Too young to exhibit at the State 


Fair” was the “verdict” handed to 
Gerald Vandesteeg, Jr., after his calf 
had bean awarded grand champion- 
ship at the county fair. But Gerald 
only smiled and thought “Well, by 
next year I will be twelve years old 
and if that calf will help me, we will 
take a trip to the State Fair yet” 
Without a doubt, Gerald is preparing 
for that trip right now, and we will 
be interested to see what happens 
when show time rolls around. 

Last October, Gerald wrote us a 
letter, telling of his calf club experi- 
ences and we are going to pass them 
on to Junior Page readers at this 
time. (By the way, we wish more of 
you would get the habit of writing to 
the World.) At that time, he was a 
little over eleven. He lives in the 
residential district of Sauk Centre, 
Minn., and we'll just let Gerald tell 
the story in his own words: 

“Since I have told you I live in a 
town of about three thousand, I think 
all the club girls and boys will say 
that my mother was just right when 
she said I was so foolish and crazy 
to even think of raising a calf. But 
if you think that, I will surprise you, 
too,—I did get my Daddy to help me 
get a pure bred Holstein calf. She 
was about four and a half months old. 
At first, I had a hard time to get her 
to eat and drink what I could get for 
her; the worst was to teach her to 
drink buttermilk I got at the creamery. 
She didn’t like that for a long time. 
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Then, too, I had a hard time to teach 
her to lead in the back alley; some- 
times those city kids would scarce 
her and she would take down the alley 
at sixty per! 


“Anyhow, our club leader said my 
calf did pretty good. The first month 
she gained 80 lbs., the second month 
only 70 lbs., and after that the flies 
were getting so bad, she only gained 
about 65 lbs. a month. 


“And then came getting her ready 
for the wind-up to show at the county 
fair. As she was a pure bred Hol- 
stein, I first showed her in the 4-H 
pure bred calf class and here I got 
first prize. Then I showed her 
against all the pure bred Holsteins at 
the fair and took first again. So then 
I showed her again against all 
breeds—and that calf took first again. 
That gave my calf the grand cham- 
pionship. 

“And now all the fun stopped. The 
club leader asked me how old I was, 
and I told him a little past eleven. 
“Well,” said he, “It is too bad, but 
you are still too young to take your 
calf to the state fair.”

All breeds are 
represented in this calf club, with 
Holsteins predominating. There was 
a membership of twenty-three boys in 
the club last year and they exhibited 
thirty calves at the Warren Fair. In 
the open class the boys secured three 
first prizes, four seconds and three 
thirds. Fifteen calves were sent to 
the Ohio State Fair, eleven of which 
brought back a total of $74 in prizes. 
The county dairy judging team placed 
fourth in the state in a class of 48 
teams and the second team, with prac- 
tically no experience, placed twenty- 
seventh with the same number in the 
group. Every boy starting in the club 
last year completed the project, kept 
records of feed costs and made his 
exhibit. Feed dealers are also inter- 
ested in supporting this work and 
helped in a financial way, which was 
much appreciated. The Trumbull 
County Holstein Breeders’ Club go all 
the way in backing this project. Each 
year, they invite all calf club members 
to their annual banquet, regardless of 
the breed of calf the boys may have 
raised. They also issues certificates 
entitling the boys who are working 
with Holsteins to register calves at 
members rates. L. W. Pierce is presi- 
dent of the Trumbull county club, and 
John L. Nurse is the 4-H calf club 
leader. Mr. Pierce advises the calf 
club is to reorganized about May 1.

old acquaintance with a sensational young sire which 
the three partners had just purchased. What was my 
disappointment on arriving at my destination to find 
that Bell Farm Chieftain had just died, following a 
“hardware diet” that he was unable to assimilate. His 
death occurred on March 17, less than three months be- 
fore his eighth birthday. At the time of his death he 
was in splendid physical condition, a prompt sure breed- 
er who looked good for many more years of service. 
Arrangements had been practically completed whereby 
this great sire would have a still wider opportunity to 
improve the herds of the community, a local Bull As- 
sociation having been formed to buy him of the three 
owners whose herds now consist so largely of his daugh- 
ters and granddaughters that they could not very well 
use him longer. It is impossible to estimate the loss 
sustained by this community in having the services of 
Bell Farm Chieftain cut off while he was still in the 
prime of life. I could not help but be greatly impressed 
by the large, rugged, square built, good uddered milky 
looking daughters of this sire which I saw in these three 
herds. I was also taken to visit a number of other 
herds in the community in which sons of ”Chieftain” 
are in service, where I found further evidence of his 
influence on the breed. Sseveral of these sons, if fitted 
for the ring, would gain recognition in almost any show 
and of the older sons all seem to be carrying on the 
work of their sire by transmitting pleasing type and 
profitable production. I was informed that during the 
seven years of his service in the three herds, upwards 
of one hundred sons of ‘‘Chieftain’’ have been sold for 
service throughout Bradford County and elsewhere about 
the state. 
Other Partnership Bulls 

In the fall of 1926, when the partners were look- 
ing around for an assistant to Bell Farm Chieftain, Mr. 
Arnold, accompanied by another neighbor, J. K. Ker- 
rick, attended Stevens Bros.’ International Sale in Syra- 
cuse, where they purchased two Hargrove & Arnold 
bulls, paying $1,000 for Triune Butter Boy and $430 
for King Piebe 36th. A little later Mr. Kerrick retired 
from the partnership, and the two bulls assisted “Chief- 
tain’’ in the three herds until December 1929, when 
King Piebe 36th was sold in one of the Earlville Sales 
to the New York State School of Agriculture at Morris- 
ville, for about what they had paid for him some three 
years before. at 

The other bull, Triune Butter Boy 502080, is still 
in service in the three herds. He is a son of Triune 
Ormsby Piebe from Rose De Kol Wayne Butter Boy 3d 
(839.3 lbs. fat or 1,049 lbs. butter at 4 years,) one of 
the great daughters of K. P. O. P. and Rose De Kol 
Wayne Butter Boy, famous record-breaking producer 
and foundation matron. Unfortunately he did not de- 
velop into the show bull that his early promise had led 
them to expect and as his daughters arrived they too 
were a bit disappointing until they began to spring for 
freshening, when it was found that practically without 
exception they were making up beautiful udders and 
were beginning to shape up like real dairy cows. Six 
of them are now running in Herd Improvement Registry 
in Mr. Arnold’s herd—all with first calf. The first to 
freshen has in her first 186 days a total of 331.8 lbs. fat 
from 9,012 lbs. milk, with an average test of 3.67% and 
the next five in periods from 30 to 56 days are all test- 
ing from 3.8% to 4.4%. The six, in an average period 
of less than 69 days, have averaged 3,371.5 lbs. milk, 
containing 131.32 lbs. fat, with an average test of over 
3.9%, on strictly twice a day milking and under condi- 
tions that could be duplicated by any good dairyman. 
These figures show that had this sire been discarded when 
it was found that his baby daughters did not look as 
promising as the Chieftain daughters, it would have been 
a severe blow to the three partners, as it now appears 
likely that he will prove to be a worthy successor to 
“Chieftain.” 

The pride of the entire community, however, is the 
new junior sire, King Bessie Ormsby Boast, and right 
here we get another interesting angle on the story. 
Some years ago, when casting about for a_ successor to 
“Chieftain”, the partners noticed in the World adver- 
tising that Queen Bessie Pietertje Ormsby had been con- 
signed to a western sale. An idea came to them to at- 
tend that sale and buy this wonder-cow with the idea of 
getting a son from her for their joint use. They dis- 
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cussed the matter among themselves and came very near 
deciding to make up a pool and buy her regardless of 
opposition. The plan fell through, however, and as many 
of us remember she went instead to Elmwood Farms, 
Deerfield, Ill., at $3,300 which was considerably legs 
than our Bradford County friends would have paid hag 
their original plan matured. She was carrying the bul] 
later to be known as ‘‘King Bessie’’, so had they pur. 
chased her, this bull would undoubtedly have become the 
successor to ‘“‘Chieftain.”’ 

For some time past the partners have been following 
up a number of leads in their efforts to secure a bull that 
would be just right to mate with the daughters and 
granddaughters of Bell Farm Chieftain, always keeping 
in the back of their heads the idea of getting a son of 
‘“‘King Bessie’, the bull who might have been their own, 
On their return from the Denver Convention last summer, 
Arnold and Chaffee stopped off at Elmwood where they 
naturally were greatly impressed by the wonderful herd 
but especially with one particular cow, Minerva Beets 
Posch Burke, “She expresses that elusive thing called 
dairy temperament more than any other cow I ever saw”, 
says Mr. Arnold, in discussing the visit later. 

So this spring when Bob Rasmussen decided to part 
with an interest in his yearling son of this cow by “King 
Bessie” he got in touch with Mr. Arnold, with the result 
that King Bessie Ormsby Boast is now owned jointly by 
Elmwood and the three partners from Bradford County, 
The dam, a daughter of Winterthur Bess Ormsby Boast 
from a Jemima bred dam, was purchased from Canada 
by Mr. Rasmussen and has had a successful career on the 
big time show circuit, winning the blue at several state 
fairs in 1929. We are told that she is now on test and 
making a creditable record. 

The sire, King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje, needs no in- 
troduction to World readers. His dam, “Queen Bessie”, 
is now champion of the United States over all breeds 
for total production in her first five lactations and had 
her fifth lactation not been cut off by illness at the end 
of the 152 days and would have eclipsed the unapproached 
showing of the great Canadian Holstein, Springbank 
Snow Countess. “King Bessie”, himself has _ twice 
been All-American and once Reserve, and his offspring 
have been four times All-American and twice Reserve, 
besides winning many other high honors. Altogether he 
is probably as popular a young sire as the breed can pro- 
duce today. 

The son, King Bessie Ormsby Boast, is a September 
yearling of great size and strength. In breeding condi- 
tion—he was already in heavy service at the time of my 
visit—he does not of course show the smoothness of his 
brothers when fitted for the big shows, but none of them, 
even the All-American brothers, show more real dairy 
quality than does this bull. He is particularly long in 
the body and long and square in the rump, with a good 
head and with the shoulder that we associate with heavy 
milking ability. Prof. R. R. Welch of Pennsylvania State 
College, who was looking him over at the time com- 
mented that any bull who shapes up as he does at the 
awkward age age of eighteen months, will grow into a 
bull that any breeder can well be proud to own. Then 
with the characteristic caution of the expert on genetics, 
he added: “We will be interested to see if his daughters 
can show an improvement in production over their dams, 
when the dams are such cows as the daughters of Bell 
Farm Chieftain. Of course it is safer to buy a proved 
sire’’—but this is one of Welch’s hobbies—‘but it is a 
great thing for the breed to take a young bull of such 
rich breeding and promising character and make a proved 
sire of him.” 

And so the ‘“‘three musketeers’’ who started to build 
constructively with Bell Farm Chieftain some seven years 
ago, will carry on with King Bessie Ormsby Boast, a bull 
who must take rank with the richest bred young sires in 
the East today. It is such men, working with such bulls 
who are bringing prosperity to their communities and 
building our great black and white breed. 


Successful Farming of Des Moines, Iowa, will award a 
gold watch again this year, to the tester keeping the best 
set of records and reports. This award is going to be 
made for the coming year at the 1931 Dairy Cattle Con- 
gress. 

The herd record books, monthly reports, barn sheets, 
annual reports, bull record books, and other reports 
which are part of the tester’s work will be checked to 
determine the winner of the contest.

PROVED SIRES INCREASING PRO- 
DUCTION 


The following story by W. E. Win- 
termeyer, Associate Dairy Husband- 
man, Bureau of Dairy Industry, Wash- 
ington, D. C., indicates some of the 
progress being made through develop- 
ment of records in proving bulls, and 
shows the improvement that can be 
expected through this type of work: 

“A tabulation has been made by the 
Bureau of Dairy Industry of the rec- 
ords of the first thousand sires proved 
in dairy herd-improvement associa- 
tions. It shows that proved sires are 
increasing the production of their 
daughters over the production of the 
dams of the daughters, even though 
the dams were relatively high produc- 
ers of both milk and butterfat. 

“The following table gives a com- 
parison of the yearly production rec- 
ords of the dams and their daughters.

“All told, 6,536 yearly production 
records of daughters were compared 
with the yearly production records of 
the dams. The average production of 
the dams was 9.381 pounds of milk 
and 376 pounds of butterfat. The av- 
erage production of the daughters was 
9,726 pounds of milk and 398 pounds 
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of butterfat. In milk production the 
daughters excelled their dams by 345 
pounds, or 3.7 per cent; and in butter- 
fat production they excelled by 22 
pounds, or 5.9 per cent. This would 
hardly be considered a large gain, 
either in pounds or in percentage, but 
is very satisfactory, considering that 
the dams to which the sires were 
mated were comparatively high pro- 
ducers. In fact, these dams produced, 
on an average, 102 pounds of butter- 
fat more than the average of all cows 
in dairy herd-improvement associa- 
tions. It would seem reasonable to 
believe that if more proved sires were 
in use in our dairy herd-improvement 
association herds, in a few years the 
production of all cows on test in these 
associations would be materially in- 
creased.”
